September 2008 

Before construction could 
begin, the Davey Tree 
Company came to 
remove dead trees and 
the savable wood was cut 
into fireplace logs and 
arranged on a rack built 
by Jim DeWald. 





Back in August of 2006 Davey Tree and 
the Village, at Village expense, removed 
trees, leveled what was fondly called 
Thompson Hill (dirt from excavating for 
the Sanctuary), and lay a drainage pipe. 
This accommodated work to prevent 
flooding in times of extraordinary rains. 
In return the church gave the Village of 
Lincolnshire access to the flood plane 
creek at any time. The Village also gave 
three spruce trees to the church to begin 
our reforestation and frame the entrance 
to the Memorial Woods.

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Daffodil Planting October 2008 

Mark McCormack helped the church 
secure daffodil bulbs at a good price, 
and Ginny Grace arranged a daffodil 
planting party. Participants were 
given bulbs and instructions and sent 
to a spray-painted circle. Holes were 
quite hard to dig, but drilling seemed 
to ease the burden.

Large conversation area

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During June of 2009, 82 shrubs and trees 
were planted around the south loop of the 
path. All were purchased through Marc 
McCormack and planted by Mina Rice 
Landscaping, with assistance from Ginny 
Grace and Marc. It is truly amazing how 
many of these bare root plants thrived: 
Annabelle Hydrangea 

Burning Bush 
Mohican Viburnum 
Red Twig Dogwood 
Witch Hazel 
Redbud Trees 
Serviceberry 
Tina Crab Apple 
In addition, Kendra Ro donated ferns, 
Ginny Grace some sedum and ajuga, 
Steffen and Linda Lyons Hostas and Lily 
of the Valley. 





In July of 2010 the northern half of the path 
was constructed and the southern half of the 
path was amended with additional crushed 
granite. 
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In preparation for the Ken Fisher 
Memorial, Mina Rice Landscaping 
was hired to weed, and prepare the 
soil and plant: 

Pachysandra 

3 Henry Sweet Spire shrubs 

Hydrangea 

And purchased a bench Identical to 

the other 3 teak benches placed in the 

Memorial woods. 
Later that year, the Fisher's 
grandchildren help plant spring bulbs.

The perennial border in the large conversation 
area includes Hosta, Columbine, Hydrangea, 
Lamb's Ears, Bee Balm, Salvia May Night, 
Kansas Gay-feather, Sweet Woodruff, Daisies, 
Veronica, Moonshine Yarrow and Black-eyed 
Susan. 

This spot was where we had wanted to build a 
low wall columbaria. Unfortunately, the Village 
wrote new law restricting columbaria to within 
20 feet of the main building. 



Andrea Fisher gave this pink Hydrangea for the 
perennial border in the large conversation area. 
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In June 2012 the Davey Tree company 
treated 6 large Ash Trees for the 
devastating Emerald Ash Borer. 

This treatment will have to be repeated 
every two years.

Mike of Davey Tree first drills holes, 
then injects the treatment, and finally 
plugs each hole. The size of this tree 
required 6 holes. It will take some 
time for the tree to absorb the 
chemical that will kill the larva.
